Brainard directing him to charter a vessel at 
Colon and proceed at once to the assistanée of 
the shipwrecked men. 

An answer came quickly to the message. 
Lieut. Brainard cabled merely that the mail 
steamer City of Para was available, and it is 
supposed at the Navy Department that the 
vessel is already on its way to the relief of the 
shipwrecked men. Lieut. Brainard was 
directed to charter the regular mail steamer, 
to engage the mail steamer to stop at the reef 
and take the men off, or to secure any avail- 
able vessel without delay. 

Commodore Ramsay, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, who knows the neighborhood, 
said the officers and crew would be in no 


danger on the reef except in heavy weather,.

fot the Only Ship That 
Has Heen Wrecked There. 

Roneador reef, whereon the Kearsarge 
struck, lies in the Caribbean Sea, about 320 
uriles east of the coast of Nicaragua, Which 1s 
the nearest mainland. This brings it about 
200 miles due south from the southernmost 
point of Florida, the long, narrow stretch of 
Cuba lying between. Due east of Roncador 
stretches 1.000 miles of open water of the 
Caribbean, which there washes the northern 
extremity of South America. To the west- 
ward and northward of Roncador are many 


¢ coral.reefs and some inhabited islands. of 


which group it is the advanced post and cor- 
respondingly dangerous. 

Roneador lies directly in the steamer path 
from Hayti to Blewtield, Nicaragua, whither 
the Kearsarge was bound, but should have 
been easily escaped, for the whole sea lies 
open to the southward. What wrecked the 
steamer was doubtless an ocean current which 
sweeps northward there at varying speed, 
averaging two miles an hour. It is caused by 
the equatorial eastern trade wind, and in its 
turn causes the Gulf Stream, for it becomes 
deflected eastward in the Gulf of Mexico and 
flows out, with speed increased by diminished 
volume, between Cuba and Florida. 

The bones of many a good ship mark the 
long,low crest of Roncador. lis name—in 
English ** the snorer ”’—indicates the cease- 
less wailing of the waves that break upon it. 
In 1854 the great steamer Republic of the 
Nicaragua Transit (Vanderbilt) line to Cali- 
fornia was lost there with 1,200 passengers on

“The Diamond Match company has in- 
structed Sprague, Warner & Co., 5. Peterson 
& Co.,.° Merriam, Collins & Co., and other 
wholesale grocers to refuse to sell us their 
best and: cheapest matches. The price of 
these matches in twenty-five box lots is $1.60. 
We have been selling the matches at $1.55 
per box. For this reason we have been black- 
listed and cannot buy these. matches from 
any wholesale or jobbing institution with 
whom the Diamond people have. dealings. 
We have violated no contract or agreement 
with any jobber or wholesale dealer. We 
cannot see by what right or authority the 
Diamond Match company interferes with 
business transactions between our firm and 
others, handling their special brands of goods. 
We are cash buyers and discount all bills, and 
it cannot be that our money is not, of equal 
value of any other legal tender. The Diamond 
Match company unquestionably has the 
privilege of selling or refusing to sell us, but 
how and why it exercises such absolute 
power over other establishments is not clearly 
apparent tous. We take it that when a man 
buys a horse or any other animal from another 
man ata price agreeable to both and pays 
him good and lawful money therefor that the 
right and title of the first owner is beyond 
question vested in the second: party to have 
and to hold and to dispose of in such manner 
and at such price as may seem to him best in 
his judgment. What remedy have we with- 
out the recourse to court and attorney fees 
in such premises? ”’ 


What the Jobbers Say. 


The | above complaint was shown to 
Sprague, Warner & Co., Merriam, Collins & 
Co.. and other jobbers who handle the Dia- 
mond Match company’s matches in this city. 

The first house explained that they were the 


‘ consignees of the Diamond matches, and that 


the goods referred to by the complainants 
were left with the consignees to be sold to the 
trude at $1.60 a box in twenty-five box lots. 
The consignees had no right to sell for less, if 
they did the Diamond match people would 
claim that they, the consignees, had broken 
faith with the. factory. Sprague, Warner & 
Co. said they could not sell the godds to Har- 
rell & Co. or any other house of. that char- 
acter for less, and said that it would be un- 
fair to other dealers if they did; if there were 
no other reasons. Hence they had no other 
recourse than to refuse to sell. If Harrell & 
Co. paid them $2 a box it would be the same. 
Others in the trade had rights as well as Har- 
rell & Co. 

Merriam, Collins & Co. said that Harrell & 
Co. were selling the matches in question at the 
rate named asan advertisement, and that they 
made up the difference on other articles... It 
was an old trick. A simiJarcase was cited 
where an Englewood firm had bought a cer- 
tain brand of flour for which Merriam, Col- 
liris & Co. are exclusive agents, and had ad. 
vertised it at less than the manufacturer's 
price. It wasdone to draw trade, and while 
the consumer might get his flour cheaper he 
paid more for other articles. In this case the 
house of Merriam, Collins & Co, had refused 
to sell the Englewood dealer the flour unless 
he agreed not to sell it under a certain figure. 

‘* The fact is,’ said one of the firm, «* this 
cry about trusts manufacturing articles at 
prices that were enriching them has a good 
deal of moonshine init. A trust in order to 
survive must manufacture goods on a close 
margin, and the moment it goes a shade high- 
er than that margin, some other concern is 
fonmed which ‘will manufacture for less, and 
thé trust must come down or quit business.”’ 

Other jobbers in the wholesale grocery cen- 
ter corroborate the views of the houses quot- 
ed, and the consensus of opinion among them 
is that any concern that sells any article for 
less than the manufacturer’s prices for adver- 


tising purposes demoralizes the trade. 


Harrell Stands on His Rights. 
Then “the answers of the wholesalers to 
the complaint were recited to Mr. Harrell, 
and he was asked why he presumed to t*y to 
make an honest living in such a high-handed 


When I buy a thing and pay for it,’ said 


he, * have I not a right to do as I please with 


it being unjust to other dealers, it is nothing 
of the kind. They have exactly the same 
privilege as T, So far as blacklisting is con- 
cerned, that itisa game two can play at.

If you should ask 
why we refuse to sell, or if we have a black 
list. I should decline to answer. There are 
some affairs of the conipany it is just as wel 
not to publish.”’ 


DEATH IN THE WAKE OF A CYCLONE, 


Loss of Life and Property in Louisiana 
and Mississippl. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Feb. 8.—A cyclone swept 
over the ‘northwestern portion of Mississippi 
late this afternoon and laid waste everything 
in its path, Plantations were devastated, 
farm houses were wrecked, and the débris 
scattered over the country for miles around. 
The telegraph wires were prostrated and it is 
impossible to obtain particulars: from the 
stricken district tonight, but itis known that 
two lives have been lost. On the 
plantation of Col, W. L. Nugent, four miles 
northeast of Greenville, Miss., William Brady 
and wife, colored, were in their cabin, which 
was blown down, killing’ the woman 
instantly. Her husband was blown sev- 
eral hundred feet and received serious 
injuries. The cyclone passed through Wash- 
ington and Bolivar Counties, thickly popu- 
lated with prosperous farmers, and it is feared 
the death list will be a large one when the de- 
tails are known. The Kurricane came from 
the southwest and was accompanied by a reg- 
ulation funnel-shaped cloud. The storm 
seems to have traveled up the Mississippi 
River, causing great damage to shipping. 
Several fine steamboats narrowly escaped be- 
ing wrecked. 

Port Hupson, La., Feb. 8.— A _ cyclone 
passed through this locality at 7 o’clock this 
morning and left death and destruction in 
its wake. The tirst place it struck was on 
Mrs. 5. A. de Lambres’ plantation, former- 
ly owned by Gen. Huestou. A negro child 
was killed and &six other negroes’ injured. 
The damage on this place amounts to 
$5,000. The cyclone next struck 
the Chambers place and destroyed five 
cabins. A = negro girl was seriously 
wounded and four or five slightly injured. 
The damage on this place amounts to about 
$1,000. The track of the cyclone was 300 
feet wide and it leveled everything in its path. 

ALEXANDRIA, La., Feb. 8.—This morning at 
7 o'clock a cyclone passed through this place, 
doing much damage to property. No loss of 
lite. : 


DIVER FINDS THE SUNKEN STEAMER. 


Ryan Comes Upon the Brother Jonathan 
at the Bottom of the Sea. 

San Francisco, Feb, 8.—[Special.]—If the 
story told by John F. Ryan, a submarine di- 
ver, is true the steamer Brother Jonathan has 
at last been found, after being thirty years at 
the bottom of the sea. The Brother Jonathan 
was lost July 3, 1865, with 147  passen- 
gers and crew and $1,000,000 treasure 
on board, Ryan’s story apparently is 
substantiated by the production of ons of the 
ship’s fixtures bearing the name, “ Brother 
Jonathan,’’ in brass letters. ‘ Several years 
ago,’ says Ryan, “an old man named G. W. 
Hill told me he was a passenger on the Broth. 
er Jonathan whén it foundered and was one 
of the nineteen survivors of the 4 
He offered to take me to the scene 
of the wreck. After arriving in 
the vicinity we located the ship in several 
hundred feet of water. I went down to the 
vessel, Apparently it is in excellent condi- 
tion. From what I learn the gold in the ship 
is locked up in different parts of the vessel. 


In the spring I shall make efforts to recover 
the lost treasure.’

nois. They have been here for some time 
and something ought to be done for Lawler.”’ 
Senator Palmer reiterated his indorsement of 
Mr. Arnold. Then followed some desultory 
talk about the other places on Senator 
Palmer’s list and the gentlemen withdrew, 
having gained but one single item of informa- 
tion. and’that was the President’s excellent 
memory in recalling Frank Lawler.

TO MEET DEFICIENCY. 


SENATOR TELLER’S QUESTION AS TO 
THE FINANOIAL POLIOY. 


He Says the Bond Sale Could Not Be Du- 
Plicated and That Steps to Place the 
Country on a Sound Financial Basis 
Must Be Taken=—Secretary Carlisle Tells 
the Senate How the Bond Subscriptions 
Were Made and These Who Took the 
Securities. 


Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 8.—Secretary 
Carlisie’s bond plan was the subject of much 
discussion in the Senate today on the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Stewart (Rep., Nev.) declaring it 
to be the sense of the Senate that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has no authority to issue 
bonds except under the resumption act, and 
that the money derived from the sale. of 
bonds issued under that act cannot be applied 
to any other purpose than as specified in the 
resumption act. Mr. Stewart modified the 
resolutign by adding to it the following 
clause: | 

And in the opinion of the Senate there is no 


present necessity for the sale of ponds for the 
purpose specified in the resumption act. 


Mr. Butler (Dem., S.C.) moved to refer 


the resclution to the Committee on J udiciary,- 


and Mr. Sherman (Rep., QO.) favored such 
reference. Mr. Quay (Rep., Pa.) said that 
the reference proposed would be simply giv- 
ing the resolution a decent burial and that it 
would be a justification of what the Senator 
from Ohio knew to be an illegal act. 

Mr. Morrill (Rep., Vt.). opposed all the 
propositions, He*understood that gold was 
being drawn out of the Treasury by the 
presentation of United States notes, and one 
of the propositions would forbid the Secre- 
tary using United States notes. Yet there 
was a positive statute that United States notes 
cannot be canceled and must be reifsued. 

In the course of a desultory discussion Mr. 
Teller (Rep., Colo.) said that he wanted to 
know what the American Congress was going 
to do with the question of deficiency, saying: 

** Everybody knows that no more 5 per cent 
bonds on a 8 per cent basis can be sold. It is 
morally certain today that: if another $50,- 
000,000 issue is offered it will bea failure. 
And Congress is met face to face with the 
question whether thereis to be a continued de- 
ficiency, with an unknown increase of debt, 
or whether there shal] be some effort made to 
meet the deficiency by some sound system of 
finance. The credit of the country is now 
threatened, and the men who have been loud- 
est in the denunciation of the double standard 
of money admit now that they have not the 
skill or the will to devise a way out of this 
disastrous and disgraceful condition.” 


Mr, Teller on the. Deficiency. 


‘* The Finance committee has been entirely 
silent on the question, although Congress has 
been in session practically singe Aug. 7 last. 
The dominant party has been silent. The ex- 
ecutive department is silent except to 
suggest that the spendthrift system of run- 
ning in debt becontinued. I think myself 
that the Secretary. of the Treasury has the 
power to issue bonds. The Secretary knows 
now, from the condition of things, that he 
will not be able to sell bonds under that 
power.

determine, once 
and speedily, whether it is 
some system ot revenue 
gathering that will bring revenues 
enough to the ‘Treasury to maintain 
the credit of the government and to pey cur- 
rent expenses or whether itisto enter on a 
system of running in debt to the amount of 
$ 100,000,000 or $500,000,000, If running 
in debt is to. be continued without any at- 
tempt to increase the revenue the debt will be 
increased by $1,000,000,000 before it is 
stopped. If the dominant party does not act 
in the matter it is the duty of the minority to 
insist that the majority shall act.”’ 

Mr. Gorman (Dem., Md.) moved to refer 
the resolution to the Committee~on /Finance. 
Pending action on that motion the morning 
hour expired and‘the resoiution went over tili 
tomorrow. , 

The Senate then proceeded to the consider- 
ation of House bill (passed the House. Oct. 
17, 1893) to require railroad companies op- 
erating railroads in the Territories over a 
right of way granted by the .government to 
establish stations and depots at all town sites 
on the lines of the roads established by the 
Interior Department. 


Mr. Berry on Rallroad Town Sites. 


Mr. Berry (Dem., Ark.), who had reported 
the bill from the Committee on Railroads, 
explained and advocated it, stating that the 
necessity for it arose from a quarrel between 
the Rock Island railroad company and two 
towns in Uklahoma, South Enid and Round 
Pond. He arraigned the railroad company 
for the methods it had adopted to defeat the 
bill... Every possible subterfuge, he said, had 
been resorted to not to have depots at those 
two places; but when the people of the two 
towns offered te erect the buildings them- 
selves if the company woyld only stop trains 
there, there was no excuse left. It was there- 
fore apparent that the only reason which the 
company had to. ruin those thriving towns 
was a desire to have its own town sites and to 
promote a speculative venture in which it 
had embarked, in violation of its charter and 
privileges, 

The bill was laid aside without action and 
at 3 p.m. the House resolutions on the death 
of Representative Mutchler of Pennsylvania 
were laid before the Senate, and Mr. Quay 
(Rep., Pa.) offered the usual resolutions of 
condolence and respect. Eulogies of the life 
and character of Mr. Mutchler were pro- 
udounced by Mr. Quay, Mr. Mitchell (Dem., 
Wis.), and Mr. Hansbrough (Rep., N. D.). 
The resolutions were agreed to and the Sen- 
ate at 3:20 adjourned till Monday next.

BONUS FROM BARNS. 


DAN WREN’S ROLE AS A PROFES- 
SIONAL STABLE BUILDER 


His Latest Venture Is on Kimbark Ave- 

- mue and Residents of the Street Are 
Aroused = They Claim That the Ex- 
Boodler Is Attempting to Blackmail 
Them=-<— Plans to Erect Liveries Have 
Been Checked Heretofore, It Is Said, 
for a Money Consideration. 


‘Dan Wren, the ex-boodle County Commis- 
sioner, appears to have. a singular penchant 
for building livery stables, ’ Still more singu- 
lur is the fact that Mr. Wren invariably 
chooses the center of a choice residence dis- 
trict as the most suitabie location for his pro- 
posed stables. But more peculiar than all is 
the fact that no one has been found’ up to 
date who has ever known of Dan Wren 
actually running a livery stable. His weak- 
ness runs no further than the buildimg of the 
stable. 

In speaking of building stables it is not to 
be understood that Mr. Wren actually puts up 
the contemplated ‘structure. In fact, Dan 
Wren’s |livery stables become tangible. real- 
ities as seldom as castles in the air, Notwith- 
standing the many disappointments Mr. Wren 
has borne he never gives up, but when he 
meets a fresh setback goes cheerfully about | 
seeking new locitions only to be disappointed 
again and again, . 

These many miscarriages of Mr. Wren’s 
cherished plans for a stable appear to be due 
to a marked aversion of property-owners in 
the vicinity of the location chosen to having 
a stable right beside their residences. It has

always happened that the property-owners 
were men of means, who were able to hold 
out financial inducements to dissuade Mr. 
Wren .from carrying out his prdject. Mr. 
Wren, bemg a kind and obliging man, has in- 
variably signified a willingness to take his 
proposed stable elsewhere provided the in-: 
ducement was large enough. 
Stable Building as a Profession. 

If what people say be true Mr. Wren has 
been subjected to an endless round of disap- 
pointments for the last twenty years, and 
these disappointments have always been mol- 
litied by money. It may be this coincidence 
that led W. C. Hately, a heartiess broker, to 
say that Mr. Wren’s profession was planning 
livery stables in fine residence blocks in order 
that he might allow himself to be bought off. 

r. Wren appears to have registered an en- 
ergetic vow to have that livery stable, which 
has been planned for twenty years-but never 
built, completed soon, for he has been disap- 
pointed within the last two weeks with a pe- 
cuniary compensation of $1,200 and events 
are shaping themselves to disappoint Mr. 
Wren twice at one time—once at Forty-fourth 
street and Forrestville avenue for a considera- 
tion of $1,000 and again at Kimbark avenue, 
between Fifty-first and Fifty-second streets, 
the result of which is problematical. 

The’ property-owners on Kimbark avenue, 
between Fifty-first and Fifty-second streets, 
happen to be puvnacious as well as prosper- 
ous, ahd it is likely they will use force instead 
of persuasion to prevent the building of the 
stable. Mr. Wren purchased 50 feet, west

Mr. Jones, private secretary to Marshall 
Field, a few days ago, paymg-$2,500 down 
and agrecing to pay $6,500 more in six 
months. Mr. Wren was not known in the 
deal at all, the property being! purchased 
in the name of J. W. Buckley, gon-in- 
law of his, and the negotiations being 
conducted by M. Walker, a real-estate dealer 
in the Chamber of Commerce. As soon as 
the deal was closed Mr. Wren let it be known 
that he was going to put up a warehouse and 
livery stable on the property and at once 
began hauling some old. battered timbers, 
dirty and full of spikes. These, he piled up 
close to the sidewalk, where passers-by can 
get a good view of them. The rear of the lot 
is practically vacant. He not only covered 
his own lot, but covered the front of a vacant 
lot next south, belonging to H. H. Field, gen- 
eral counsel of the Milwaukee road, with the 
unsightly timber. 

The biock is an unusually fine one. With 
the exception of two thirty-foot lots it is cov- 
ered by costly residences set back forty-seven 
feet from the street. The street is well paved, 
the sidewalks and curbs are of cement, and 
shade trees line the street.

Hately Calls It Blackmail, 

‘This is really a flagrant case of attempted 
blackmail,” awl W. C. Hately yesterday.

and threatening to put up livery stables. In 
some cases he put the stables up, in others he 
was bought off. There is no opening for a

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livery stable in that neighborhood, There 
are a nutmber in that vicinity, and all are los- 
ing money. We'll make it hot for him be- 
fore he puts up a stable there, you'can bet on 
that.”’ 

Mr. Wren’s other pending venture is at 
Forty-fourth street and Forrestville avenue, 
He has a tifty-foot lot adjoining the hafidsome 
residence of Dr. G. E. Willard, for . which he 
paid $6,000. As soon as he secured the deed 
he gave it out that he was going to builda 
livery stable and began hauling some dis- 
reputable looking old timbers to the ground, 
This brought the property-owners to time in 
short order... Mr. Wren named $7,000 as his 
price for the lot. This the property-owners 
agreed to pay provided they could find some 
one to take the lot off their hands at the price 
Mr. Wren paid, $6,000. It is likely this deal 
will be closed in a few days. 

Another good bargain was driven by Mr. 
Wren a few days ago. He bought the prop- 
erty at the southeast correr of Forty-sixth 
street and Langley avenue and announced 
that he was going to’:put up.a warehouse and 
livery stable combined and rent it to Jones, a 
colored expressman. The property-owners 
made haste to beg Mr. Wren to name his 
price and get out. Mr, Wren consented to 
abandon his project for $1,200 and sign an 
agreement not to build a stable within four 
biocks of the corner. The money was paid 
over, the $1,200 being considered asan aa- 
vance of $1,000 on the lot and $200 to com- 
pensate Mr. Wren for the trouble of hauling 
the old timbers on and off again. The prop- 
erty was taken by Carlton H. Newbre, who 
owns ap apartment house directly across 
Forty-sixth street from the proposed stable, 
at the same price Wren paid, $4,000, the 
$1,200 assessment beimg divided among the 
neighbors. 

When he had pocketed the money he set 
teams to hauling the timber down to the Kim~— 
bark avenue location. It is not positively 
known that this same lot of timber has fig- 
ured in all of Mr. Wren’g numerous stable 
projects in the last twenty years, but it looks 
as though it might be. It- certainly has seen 
hard service somewhere. It is dirty, full of 
nails, and apparently worn with much han- 
dling. 

Gets Money from a Church. 

Two years ago, it is said, Wren purchased a 
vacant jot adjoining the First Baptist Church, 
at Thirty-first street and South Park avenue, 
and proposed to put up a stable, but in con- 
sideration of the sum of $6,000 bonus raised 
by the church agreed not to do so. 

In 1880, it is said, Mr. Wren was the 
means of forcing an old man named Prickett 
into bankruptcy by building a stable adjoin- 
ing his property on South Park avenue near 
Thirty-tifth street and thus depreciating its 
value. It was here he first made the ac- 
quaintance of J.S. Grinnell, who was then 
Corporation Counsel and who prosecuted 
Wren for violating the building ordinances 
in putting up a stable thére. Allthe men at 
work there were repeatedly arrested, but Mri 
Wren triumphed in the end and the unsightly \ 
old shell still stands, a monumentto his de- 
termination and success in establishing 
nuisances. 

Dan Wren’s name isnot’ in the directory. 
Inquiry at the office of M. Walker, the real 
estate dealer who conducted the negotiations 
for the Kimbark avenue property for Mr. 
Wren, developed the fact that that individual 
had left instructions that his address was not 
not to be given to inquirers funder any cir- 
cumstances. But Mr. Walker volunteered to 
deliver any message for Mr. Wren the visitor 
might wish to leave. . 

City officisisdeclare that Dan Wren can 
never builda livery stable on his lots on 
Kimbark avenue between: Fifty-first and 
Fifty-second streets unless he does it under 


_ the provisions of the ordinante or by false 


pretenses. The residents of the streets de- 
clare he shall never build it undér_ the 
ordinances, and the city officials say if he con- 
structs it under false pretenses he will have to 
answer for a violation of the law. The rew 
duilding ordinance says plainly that no man 
may build a livery stable in a residence dis- 
trict without first getting the written consent 
of the adjacent property owners.

Master Appointed to Determine § the

Gulf company cannot now call on the receivers 
of the Union Pacific company for any part there- 
of except as stated in the next paragraph. 

2. lf any part of the earnings of the Gulf com- 
pany from July 1, 1893. to Oct. 13, 1898, came 
to the hands of the receivers of the Union Pacific 
company after their appointment as such re- 
ccivers they must account for and pay over to 
the receiver of the Guif company ell moneys so 
received by them. 

3. The receivers of the Union Pacific company 
must account for and pay over to the receiver of 
the Gulf company under the contract of April 1, 
1890, the amount accruing for interest on the 
Gulf company’s bonds and its constituent com- 
panies’ borids from the 13th of October, 1893, 
during the period for whick the reteivers of the 
Union Pacific company held possession of the 
Gulf company’s line. 

4. Interest accruing on the Gulf company’s 
bonds and onthe bonds ofits constituent com- 
panies after the property of that company passed 
to the receiver of that company is a charge of a 
general nature against the Union Pacitic com- 
pany, to which no priority or preference can be 
given at this time. 

5. The contract of April 1, 1890, and the agree- 
ments made in pursuance of it remain in full 
force and effect as stated in the next paragraph, 
and the receivers of each of the companies party 
thereto shall observe and fulfill the said contract 
and agreement in all respects until the court 
shall otherwise order and direct, 

6. All agreements and stipulations in any of 
the said instruments relating to a division of 
earnings in respect to business interchanged be- 
tween the companies and payments to be made 
for the lease of tracks and the like are suspend- 
ed. The court will hereafter determine upon 
proper application what shall be paid by either - 
company to the other for and in respect to such 
matters. 

7. This Promening is referred to Marshall E. 
Johnson of Denver, Colo., toinquire and report 
to the court which amount shall be paid by the 
receiver of the Union Pacific company to the re- 
ceiver of the Gulf company pursuant to this or- 
der. Mr. Johnson is for that purpose 
appointed a master of the court. He 
shall have authority to sit in other dis- 
tricts as may be necessary or expedient. 
The receivers of the respective parties shall ex- 
hibit to him from time to time as he may require

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


IMPROVEMENT NEEDED IN THE 
PLAN OF SPEOIAL INSPECTION, 


Agents Should Report to the Underwriters’ 
Association and Their Organization Act 
in Place of Companies—Work of Elec- 
trical Inspection to Be Supplementede 
How the Income Tax Law Will Give 
Foreign Companies an Unfair Advan- 
tage=Insurance Notes. 


At this time when so many companies are 
having their risks inspected by special agents 
owners of large plants are almost bewildered 
by the frequency and variety of suggestions 
made by these representatives. Some of 
them, of course, are good and some are a 
little wide of the mark. A special. agent who 
lately examined' a manufacturing plant in 
this city, where the electric automatic hatch. 
way closers were in use: (this device was evi- 
dently a new one to the special agent), re- 
marked to the owner of the property that 
those hatchway closers were of no account 
“uniess a man was kept on each 
floor to close them in _ case of 
‘Te. The owner in question 
suggested to the.special that his company 
should furnish him with some data regarding 
nineteenth century fire-preventing devices, 
This frequency of inspections has a tendency 
to destroy the effect. desired. The specials 
who examine these plants and find some 
things, according to their notion, out of order 
should put their findings in writing and ad- 
dress them to the underwriters’ association. 
They would then, according to the system of 
the association, be carefully classitied and 
followed up by the inspectors of the associa- 
tiov, and where the defects were found of mo- 
ment the association would compel an imme- 
diate action in the way of remedy or raise the 
rates. This pressure being put on all companies, 
then the association would have much more 


effect than that of a single company. 


AIDS TO ELECTRICAL INSPECTION. 


Work of Various Insurance Organizations 
to Be Supplemented, 

William H. Merrill has submitted to mem- 
bers of the Electrical committee of the Under- 
writers’ International Electric Association 
two forms intended to be used for inspection 
and report of electric arc lamps and electric 
motor equipments, respectively. They are 
recommended for use by inspectors or other 
employés of insurance companies not espe- 
cially trained in the matter of electrical in- 
spections. The following is included in a cir- 
cular accompanying the forms: 

‘*It is believed that members of your com- 
mittee find it impossible to carry on thorough 
and complete periodical reinspection in all 
the territory under your jurisdiction. The 
necessity of such reinspection is shown by the 


‘increasing number of fires from defective 


electrical apparatus. It is believed that ac- 
curate reports on the condition of such ap- 
paratus can be made by persons in the em- 
ploy of insurance interests who visit risks to 
inspect them for different purposes. Such 
reports rendered to the electrical inspector 
of the territory will keep him informed of the 
condition of apparatus in parts of his district 
which he visits infrequently. A _ practical 
test of the ability of the Building Inspector to 
interpret the standard clauses of these blanks 
has been carried on inthis city for the last 
four months and has given satisfactory re- 
sults. Similar work has been successfully 
carried on by the Pacific Insurance Union for 
two months.”’ :

PROTECTION FOR HOME COMPANIES. 


Income Tax Law Will Give Foreign Cor- 
porations an Unfair Advantage. 

The President of the Continental Firé In- 
surance company is quoted as follows on the 
income tax question: 

‘*If protection is to be the policy of this 
country, I hold that the general fire under- 
writing capital is as much entitled to and in 
need of protection as is manufacturing. cap- 
ital—a fact that is proven by the record, as it 
is stated that more stock fire insurance con- 
panies have gone out of business during the 
last twenty-five years than are now doing 
business. If I correctly understand this 
proposed law, it will tax the  divi- 
deads? declared and profits earned on all 
business, foreign and home, transacted by 
American companies; while the foreign com- 
panies will be taxed on the profits resulting 
from businessin this country ohly. I there- 
fore claim that the law is unjust and un- 
equal, and that as the United States authori- 
ties cannot reach the foreign company to 


tax it on the same basis that the American 


company is, the tax should be left as if is, 
if you like, so far as the American com- 
panies are concerned, and be made a cer- 
tain percentage of the gross United States 
receipts of the foreign company. ‘This per- 
centage should be large enough to measure 
the probable profit income of the foreign 
company the world over and also the Gegree 
of protection to which the American capital is 
entitled,”’ 


MRS, HILLMAN’S LAWYER TALKS. 


Laughs at the Statement That Hillman Has 
Been “ Discovered” Again. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Feb. 8.—|[Special.|— 
Daniel B. Hadley of Kansas City, Kas., ons 
of the attorneys for Mrs. John M. Hillman in 
her suit against several insurance cOmpanies 
for the amount of policies held by her hus- 
band, who is alleged to have been killed near 
Medicine Lodge, Kas., in 1879, laughs at the 
story of the insurance attorneys to the effect 
that Hillman had been discovered. Mr. Had- 
ley says that just before each trial the insur- 
ance attorneys always “discover”? Hillman. 
This time, however, they admit that he is 
dead, but that he had died since the last trial 
of the case in 1888. ‘* Heretofore,” said Mr. 
Hadley, “‘ the attorneys have always claimed 
he was alive and that he and John H. Brown 
killed a Fort Madison, Ia., cigarmaker named 
Watson. Once they claimed that Hillman and 
Brown killed a man named Burgess. Their 
theory is that Hillman went into hiding while 
Brown passed the other man’s body off as 
Hillman’s to get the insurance on Hillman’s 
life. 


TO PUBLISH IN POPULIST PAPERS. 


Kansas Superintendent Names Political 
Organs for Insurance Statements. 

Torrexa, Kas., Feb. 8.—The law of Kansas 
requires every insurance company doing busi- 
ness in the State to publish a statement of its 
condition yearly in some paper of general 
circulation in the counties where the agents 
of the company are doing business. Hereto- 
fore the superintendents have held, under a 
ruling ofthe Attorney-General, that, thls 
meant to print in a paper published in efch 
of the counties where the company had 
agents. Supt. Snider has revised this ruling. 
He has just sed a circular establishing 
‘* four official papers”? for this publication. 
They are the Ottawa Journal, the Topeka Ad- 
vocate, the Topeka Press, and the Junction 
City Tribune, all Populist organs. Publica- 
tion in other papers of the State will not be 
accepted by the department. 


Proposed Massachusetts Reinsurance Law.

It is optional withthe men whether they 
submit to the operation or not, but the doctor 
says he found them willing as a general thing. 
The train stopped at every station. The 

.trackmen, towermen, and agents all along 

the way had been-notified in advance and 

were on hand to meet the doctors. 

‘‘The first day out,” said Dr. Cisna last 
evening, “‘we covered the route as far as 
Plymouth, Ind., remained there over night, 
resumed our journey at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing and reached the Union Depot here at 5 
o'clock this evening.

AID IS PROVIDED FOR THOUSANDS. 


Statement as to the Work of Central Re- 
! lief Association. 
Chairman Harvey of the Central Relief As- 
sociation has issued a statement regarding the 
number of persons receiving aid through the 
association and the various. organizations co- 
operating with it. -It has not yet been found 
possible to tell the exact number of depend- 
ent women and children relieved, as the 
names are not always furnished. 

The Women’s Club Emergency Association 
is giving employment to a large number of 
women, many of whom have others depend- 
ent on them who would otherwise be desti- 
tute. Various other relief organizations 
which codperate with the Central association 
assist families and single women in large 
numbers by gifts of fuel and clothing. 

In the street work of the outlying wards 
only men with families who are'/known to be 
in destitute circumstances are given employ- 
ment. In this way about $500 a day is_ be- 
ing spent. Married men working on the 
streets in any part of the city can exchange 
their work tickets for board and provisions, 
which are furnished them at actual cost, thus 
affecting a saving of one-half on the usual 
prices. The men who eat at the association 
kitchens and sleep at the thirty-six approved 
lodging-houses number 3,154. Of these 75 
per cen have been residents of Chicago fcr 
five years and over, and a considerable num- 
ber of them are married and have families. 
In all 2,000 married and 2,100 unmarried 
men are employed by the association, 

Strict precautions ‘as to cleanliness are 
taken at the approved lodging-houses, all of 
which are of good character. The men have 
peen all vaccinated and ar2 taken care of by 
competent physicians.

BANKERS ONTHERACK 


OFFIOERS OF OOLUMBIA NATIONAL 
QUESTIONED BY STOOKHOLDERS. 


L. Everingham, the First President of the 
Dwiggins Institution, Explains His 
Connection with IteSharp Queries 
Directed Towards Him by Those Whose 
Money Had Been Lost=<Committee Ke- 
ports in Favqr of Eckels’ Assessinent 
—Dwiggins Gives Himself Up. 

The stockholders of the coitlapsed Columbia 

National Bank decided not to make any at- 

tempt to advance the money to pay the claims 


of $750,000 to depositors, but to pay the as-. 


sessment of 75 per cent on their stock, as or- 
dered by the Controller of the.Currency. It 
is estimated that between $275,000 and 
$290,000 of this assessment is collectible 
The  bank’s assets in the hands 
of the receiver. are estimated at 
between $225,000 and $400,000. One 
dividend of 25 per cent has already been paid 
on the deposits, which approximated $1,000,- 
000. These estimates will give a total divi- 
dend of between 75 and 94 per cent to the de- 
positors whose funds were in the bank when 
it suspended payment May 11 last. A large 
number of the depositors have sold out their 
claims at 55, 5744, and 60 cents on the dol- 
lar, and the brokers who bought them will 
likely get’a small return for the risk they ran. 

A meeting of the stockholders held yester- 
day was one of the most interesting gatherings 
in Chicago’s banking history. Beginning with 
a report of the committee appointed Wednes- 
day afternoon to examine the assets of the 
bank, which was submitted py W. A. Giles of 
Chicago and severely criticised the manage- 
ment of the defunct institution, pro- 
ceedings became warmer as the _ stock- 
hoiders heard more of the way the bank had 
been conducted, until finally they instructed 
their committee to hire expert testimony if 
necessary with the hope of finding some crim- 
inal act by which,Zimri Dwiggins and his con- 
federates in the wrecking of the institution 
might be sent to the penitentiary. L. Ever- 
ingham, the Board of Trade man, who served 
as President from the organization of the 
bank until October, 1892; Col. W. G, Bent- 
ley, the Vice-President; H. D. Cohn, son of 
the clothing merchant, who was a director and 
heavy borrower, and other officers of the in- 
stitution were all present, and in the course of 
the afternoon were asked many pointed ques- 
tions. W. A. Wilson of Kansas City, who was 
the bank’s promoter, and in this way had suc- 
ceeded in getting nearly all the people present 
into the bad box, was also there. The Wash- 
ington National Bank at Tacoma, Wash., 
which Mr. Wilson also * promoted,”’ went the 
way of the Columbia. and these meetings of 
angry stockholders were not new to him. 

Everingham on the Rack, 

Mr. Everingham was on the rack for nearly 
half an hour. He explained how he had gone 
into the bank when it took the place of the 
old United States National. He told of the 
loan of $28,000 to the association which had 
endeavored to build up a summer resort at 
Traverse Beach, near Traverse City, Mich. 
This property had been valued by the com, 
mittee at $15,000. In his,opinion it was 
worth much more. The association had ex- 
pended about $27,000 of its own money and 
had used the loan to build a hotel. 

‘**T want to ask whether any of the officers 
of the association were also officers of the 
bank?’ one stockholder said. 

*“ Yes,”’ Mr. Everingham replied. ‘* I was 
an ofticer of both, but I considered the loan 
perfectly good. I want you gentlemen to ask 
me all these questions, and I will answer them 
as well as Iam able.”’ 

“It is well that the officers will tell us 
willingly about the bank,’’ Chairman Philip 
Zell of Peoria said, *“* for all the fucts have 
got to come out. We must knéw every- 
thing.”’ ‘ 

‘*T have never been engaged in banking,”’ 
Mr. Everingham continued, “but my busi- 
ness had been on the Board of Trade since 
1865, and I had much to do with banking. 
The loans and discounts made did not come 
before me or before a discount committee un- 
til Jan. 1, 1892. From -that time on until I 


resigned the following Oétober the’ Discount. 


committee met daily and went over the busi- 
nese honestly, and endeavored to ascertain all 
that was going oz.”’ 

‘* What did you do with the transactions be- 
fore Jan. 1, 1892? Did you wink at any 
crookedness before that time?’’ was asked. 

‘* Mr. Sturges, the Bank Examiner, went 
ovér the accounts of the bank every = six 
months and made a thorough examination of 
every slip of paper.”’ : 

‘* Did Mr. Sturges ever.find any of his own 
paper there,’’ was the sarcastic question from 
the back of the room. 

Mr. Everingham explained that Sturges 
never borrowed over $500 at a time and the 
committeeman stated that none ot his notes 
were now in the hands of the receiver. 

‘*The only criticism that the bank examiner 
ever made of the Columbia,” the ex-President 
continued, *“‘was that we had too much 
money,”’ There was a loud laugh at this and 
one large stockholder remarked that this 
matter had been remedied right speedily. 

‘* What caused the appointment of the Dis- 
count committee?’ was next asked. 

‘* It was felt that there “was need of more 
discipline—I meant to say system.” Again 
the stockholders eased their feelings by a 
hearty laugh at the mistake. Mr. Evering- 
ham was questioned closely about his resigha- 
tion and replied that it had come from the 
pressure of other business. 

‘Is it not true that you withdrew from the 
bank and sold out all your stock except one 
share because you knew it was in a sinking 
condition ?’’ : 

“If the gentleman had seen the list of 
stockholders,” he replied, **he would see that 
1 now hold fifty’ shares instead of one. If I 
had considered the bank to bein a sinking 
condition my name would not now be on a 
Board of Trade bond for $50,000 in 
this connection. Nor would I see before me 
many lifelong friends who are now facing this 
heavy load. It hurts me to the quick to see 
these men here and feel that I may be in some 
degree responsible for the sweeping away of 
many savings of a lifetime. No; if I had 
thought the bank in a. sinking condition I 
would have told my friends to get out of it 
and sold out myself at the sare time.”’ 


Why Bad Loans Were Made, 


‘‘How about the claim of the bank for 
$120,000 against N. H. Warren & Co., which 
is a dead loss?”’ was next asked. Mr. Ever- 
ingham entered into an extended explanation 
of the relations of the broken Board 
of Trade speculators and the Colum- 
bia National, the upshot of which seemed to 
be that the firm had bought when it ought to 
ha ve sold and the bank paid the losses. He 
had resigned before the bank had. lent War- 
ren over $20,000 and did not know what 
arguments he used on the Discount commit- 
tee to get $100,000 more. 

Then some one wanted to know how it was 
that H. D. Cohn, who was a member of the 
Discount committee, had secured a loan of 
$22,000 without any security and how it was 
that the receiver could not collect anything 
on the 100 shares of bank stock now held by 
young Cohn. Col. Bentley stated that the Dis- 
count committee ha@ understood Cohn’s 
father had guaranteed his son’s notes. 

‘* Have you any knowledge of that,’”’ Chair- 
man Zell asked, ** either in writing or in tes- 
timony?”’ 

‘* Dwiggins told me,”’ Col. Bentley replied, 
** that there was some such conversation be- 
tween himself and Cohn.”” [Laughter.} Mr. 
Cohn came before the meeting, but refused to 
answer why he had not paid the note. He stat- 
ed that he would pay the assessment on his 
stock when the time catne. , 


More Foolishness Than Fraud.

Receiver Niblack, who was in the room, 
was questioned as to what the government 
invsatigation had discovered. He stated that 
the books of the bank had balanced. There 
was nothing on ‘them to show fraud. He 
thought several times that he had Dwiggins 
in a box and would be able to secure punish- 
ment, but when the matter was pursued to the 
end it did not seerh to be fraudulent, but 
utterly foolish and boyish. 

‘The motion was czrried}that it was wise for the 
receiver to continue the Mecca Hotel peepee 
in its present shape and Mr. Niblack was 
thanked for his courtesy in laying the af- 
fairs of the bank so fully before, the stock- 
holders. The meeting then adjourned subject 
to the call of the committee, comprising the 
following: W. A. Giles and E, W. Lyman of 
Chicago; C. L. Dennan, Norwalk, O.; C. R.

BREAKING OF NOOSE BRINGS A REPRIEVE 


William Purvis at Columbia, Miss., 
Hanged After the Rope Breaks. 
CouiumBiA, Miss., Feb. 8,—William Purvis, 
a young negro, was sentenced to hang here 
yesterday for the alleged assassination last 
July of William Buckley of Marion County 
by a gang of whitecappers. Purvis was con- 
victed on circumstantiai evidence. He ac- 
knowledged being one of the party, but de- 
elared he did not fire the shot which killed 
Buckley. His case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court and sentence was affirmed. Purvis was 
accompanied to the scaffold by Sheriff Magee 
and several deputies. He had passed the 
night in prayer and protesting his innocence. 
The black cap was placed over the condemned 
man’s head and the drop fell at 12:37. p. m. 
As soon as the trap fell Purvis, instead of 
being hurled into eternity, was precipitated 
to the ground. The noose had parted and 
Purvis’ neck instead of being broken was 
only slightly abraded by the rope. He fell 
his back -and remained perfectly 
i for a few moments. A man 
rushed forward and bending over the 
negro asked: *‘Are you hurt?’ From under 
his blaek cap Purvis replied: ‘** For God’s 
sake get me out of this.’’. Others came up 
and Sheriff. Magee made ready to conduct 
Purvis back to the scaffold fora second at- 
tempt. There were four of the Board of Su- 
pervisors present and they called the Sheriff 
into the court-house for a conference, The 
Rev. Mr. Sibley of the Columbia Methodist 
Church made an impassioned plea to the spec- 
tators and it was decided by unanimous vote 
that the execution be postponed. The negro 
was today taken to Meridian and the facts 
telegraphed to Gov.

addressed a large audience in Gloversville 
and attempted to demonstrate to the many 
unemployed in this manufacturing city that 
the Wilson bill was framed in their interests, 
The meeting was stormy. After Mr. Shear. 
man had been speaking a few mihutes-he was 
interrupted by questions put by intelligent 
wage-earners as to certain statements 
he had made, He evaded the questions 
by asking one having nothing to do 
with the point at issue, and when he was 
again asked to answer the questions directly 
he gave no attention, but went on with his 
arguments. This incensed the audience to a 
high degree. When Shearman declared the 
present hard times were not due to fear of 
tariff changes, and that the depression would 
soon pass over, and that tinder the influence 
of the new tariff. bill times would become 
more prospérous than ever, the audience 
broke loose and the speaker was forced 
to leave the stage. Then one of the 
New York Tariff Reform club’s speakers at- 
tempted to quiet the turmoil and also to speak 
against protection. The audience became ex- 
cited and’ no one could hear him. His words 
were received with jeers and shouts of ridicule, 
After vainly striving to be heard he, too, re- 
tired and the curtain fell. The audience be- 


came demonstrative. Both speakers were es- 
corted to the hotel by a police guard. 


WILL PROBABLY BE NO STRIKE.. 


Northern Pacific Officials and Railway 
Chiefs Nearing a Settlement. 

Mitwavukez, Wis., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—A 
strike on the Northern Pacific railway is like- 
ly to be averted asa result of the conference 
held here today between the officials of the 
company and the leaders of the several . rail- 
way organizations. The suggestions for a 
readjustment of wages will be answered by 
the offfcials tomorrow. 

** There is no probability of any friction be- 
tween the men and the company,” said Henry 
C, Payne, one of the receivers, tonight. ** The 
differences between us are trifling. Some of 
their suggestions with regard to certain rules 
and regulations governing the new schedule 
they conceded after some discussion were not 


practicable, others: they admitted might be 


modified. They conceded, too, that the finan: 
cial condition of the Northern Pacific necessi- 
tated some reduction in wages, but they 
thought the new schedule might be more fair: 
ly adjusted to the several classes. So far as 
deinanding again the old seale of wages, there 
was nothing of that kind, as they fully recog- 
nized the situation. We will probably be 
ready to meet again tomorrow afternoon with 
the men.”’ : 

The officials of the railway organizations do 
not consider Judge Jonkins’ order as binding.

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OPINION IN UNION PACIFIC CASE, 


The Judge Advises Arbitration to Settle 
Contentions with Employes. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 8.—Judge Riker of 
the United States Circuit Court of Colorado 
yaya down the following opinion today: 

**In the matter of the petition filed by the 
receiversof the Union Pacific system in rela- 
tion to certain proposed schedules affecting 
the employment of men engagéd in the serv- 
ice of the various railway and telegraph lines 
composing that system in the hands of receiv- 
ers, we are of the opinion that it is necessary 
to the proper and economical management of 
the property to sdopt and maintain rules, 
regulations, and schedules governing the con- 
duct, employment, and establishing the wages 
of persons employed in the service of the re- 
ceivers in and about the management, Opera- 
tion, and conduct of the businessin relation 
to these railways and properties. 

‘*It appears that prior to the appointment 
of the receivers certain rules, regulations, and 
schedules, the result of negotiations between 
managers and employés, were in force, rec- 
ognized and acted upon by the employés' and 
managers of the railway company composing 
this system. And also that, ifafter negotiation 
and consultation the receivers and their em- 
ployés are unable to agree as to any rule, 
regulation, item of the wage sched- 
ules proposed, the matters of differ- 
ence be referred to the’ court for final 
determination. If this course is pursued the 
result of our judgment will be that after the 
full consultation and discussion of these mat- 
ters between the receivers and employés, 
meeting as they wili inaspirit of fairness 
upon both sides, determined to do the right 
thing.under existing conditions, very little will 
be left to the determination of the court in re- 
lation to this matter.” 


Debs Discusses Judge Dundy’s Order. 

Omana, Neb., #eb, 8.—Eugene V. Debs, Presi- 
dent of the American Railway Union, arrived in 
Omaha this afternoon. In speaking of the court 
order he said: ‘* It seems Jndge Dundy has con- 
siderably modified his decision and has virtually 
repudiated the original order. The clause relat- 
ing to the men and strikesis almost identically 
the same as that in the Northern Pacific 
case. It strikes down a man’s constitutional 
liberty and his right of free speech; it ties them 
to the corporation and makes them a part of its 
assets. I favor aconvention of delegates from 
all parts of the system to decide ona plan of 
action. As the head of the American Railrcad 
Union I propose to counsel, advise, and confer 
with the members regardless of the court order. 
I will never advise the men td do wrong, but will 
advise them to see that justice is done 


Alleged General Wage Reduction. 

OmAHA, Neb., Feb. 8.—A circular has been sent 
out to railway organizations that there appears 
to be a general movement of managers of roads 
west of the Mississippi River to reduce wages 
and asking if empioyés of all roads shall strike if 
arbitration fails. This will be discussed first by 
the American railway unions in this city.

ConTROLLER ACKERMAN says the pay-roll for 
January will show but a slight reduction as 
compared withthe pay-roll for December, 
but he promises better things for this month. 
The pay-roll for* January was not cut down 
sufficiently because the Mayor weakly sub- 
mitted to the invasion of his time by the of- 
ficeseekers. The extent to which the Febru- 
ary pay-roll shall be cut down depends on the 
amount of personal attention given to the 
matter by the city executive. It has been 
demonstrated that he cannot count on the 
loyalty of his subordinates. He asked them 
in the latter part of December to reduce their 
pay-rolls. They promised to do so, but they 
failed to carry out their promises.

The city pay-rolls were stuffed 
in December and in January, and are stuffed 
now. They carry the names of a number of 
supernumeraries and pensioners who are 
rendering no equivalent for the services 
which they perform. ‘The department chiefs 
know that, but they wink atthe plunder of 
the city by the cormorants. Mayor Hopkins 
depends too much for advice on subordinates 
who deceive him. 
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THE cUcKoos HAVE SUNG, 
The Hawaiian cBckoos in the House have 
sung their little song, but not without much 
difficulty and humiliation. The McCreary 
resolution passed the House by a vote of 177 
to 75. Three Democrats—Sickles and Cum- 
mings of New York and Bunn of North Caro- 
lina—refused to play cuckoo. More than 
forty Democrats took to the woods and con- 
cealed themselves so well that the Speaker’s 
emissaries could not find them and Presiden- 
tial threats were not strong enough to induce 
them to emerge from their hiding places and 
join the chanting of the cuckoos when the 
White House clock'sounded the signal. The 
full quorum of the House is 179 votes. Had 
not the Republicans voted there would not 
have been Democrats enough to make a 
quorum. It took three days to get enough 
cuckoos together even when the seed-bottles 
on their cages were filled with postoffice and 
other bait, and the President had informed 
his party inembers ot the Committee on For-: 
eign Affairs and other Democratic leaders 
that the resolution must be passed as Mce- 
Creary, the prima donna of the cuckoos, had 
presented it, without the change of a word. 
Hven then had it been left: to thc Democrats 
it could not have been pagsed. Their allies, 
the cranky Populists, opened the way for a: 
quorum, perceiving which the Republicans 
voted no. Even some of those who voted for 
it privately had condemned the policy of in- 
famy. One of them said: ** Yes, we areina 
mess on account of this Hawaiian business, 
but I suppose we will all have to take held and 
pull President Cleveland and Secretary Gresh- 
am out by voting for the resolution reported 
by the majority of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs.”’ ‘ 
The McCreary resolution is without mean- 
ing, honesty, or direct purpose. It is double- 
headed. Its first, head is as follows: 


Resolved, 1, That it is the sense of this Honse 
that the action of the United States Minister in 
employing United States naval forces and illegal- 
ly aiding in overthrowing the constitutional 
government of the Hawaiian Islands in January, 
1893, and in sotting up in its place a provisional 
government not republican in form and in 
opposition to the will of a majority of the people 
was contrary tothe traditions of our republic 


and is condemned, 

This condemnation of ex-Minieter Stevens 
is not to the point, first, because Minister 
Stevens’ acts have not been investigated by 
the House; second, because the testimony 
before the Senate Committee of Investiga- 
tion disproves the allegations made against 
him ; and, third, because Mr. Stevens was not 
on trial. It was Mr, Cleveland and his in- 
famous policy that were on trial. Abuse of 
Stevensis nut a vindieation of Cleveland. 
Even if the former had exceeded his author- 
ity, it would have furnished no justitication 
for Cleveland’s attempt to overthrow a gov- 
ernment which he had officially recognized as 
the lawfu! government of Hawaii. 

The second head of this resolution, so far 
from being a vindication, is a condemnation 
of the policy of infamy. It says: 

2. That we heartily approve the principle = an- 
nounced by the President of the United States, 
that interference with the domestic affairs of an 
independent nation is contrary to the spirit of 
American institutions. And it is further the 
sense of this House that the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands to our country, or the assump- 
tion of a protectorate over them by our govern- 
ment, is uncalled for and inexpedient; that the 
people of that conntry should have absolute free- 
dom and independence in pursuing their own 
line of policy, and that fofeign intervention in 
the political affairs of the islands will nut be re- 


garded with indifference by the Government of 
the United States. 


‘G0 no part of this wordy declaration does

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ANTI- OPTION 1 LEGISLATION. 

Farmer Hatch has introduced his revised 
measure for the prevention of all trading in 
produce for future delivery, except euch as 
may be done by and with farmers, direct con- 
sumers (this including manufacturers), and 
governments, national, State, or municipal, 
Professedly this is not the aim of the bill, but 
actually it is so. in spite of the declaration *by 
‘its introducer that he means to encourage 
‘legitimate speculation.”’ The terms are pro- 
hibitory. The bill requires a revenue stamp 
on each contract, the stamp to cost one-tenth 
of a cent for each bushel of grain, and 
stamps io double that amount on the bill of 
sale given at the expiration of the contract, 
with corresponding exactions for the other 
articles of produce named in the bill. | Be- 
sides the initial stamp a tax of;ten cents. per 
bushel for grain and two cents per pound. for 
the other commodities is to be collected in all 
cases where the contrazt is terminated with- 
out actual sale or delivery. or even where it is 
only delayed. 

If this bill becomes a law there will be no 
“legitimate speculation” in produce for 
future delivery except by producers who ¢ell 
ahead of production, or consumers who buy 
ahead of consumption; or speculators who 
evade the operation of the law. The com- 
bined stamp tax of three-tenths of a cent per 
bushel, added to the cost of commission, 
would be prohibitory unless in rarely excep- 
tional cases. Commission men find it diffi- 
cult to obtain orders to buy or sell futures 
though offering to perform the service for 
less than half the amount of the proposed 
double stamp tax. Under the weight of'a 
tripled expense they could do no business at 
all. The market in which prices are bulled 
or beared in the United States would be cut 
off with the discouragement} of the support on 
which it now feeds, afd all the speculative 
operations affecting the course of prices trans- 
ferred to other countries—unless completely 
extinguished by the Hatch bill, which is not 
probable. — 

The members of Congress who will be 
called on to vote for or against the measure 
ought to inquire what the probable results 
would .be. Would it advantage the wheat 
farmer to be obliged to sell his grain ona 
market limited by the cutting out of all the 
speculative buying, which, under present ar- 
rangements, carries a large part of the crop 
through the several months that elapse be- 
tween the time it is harvested and the date of 
its being made into bread fer ultimate con- 
sumption? Would the cotton grower be bene- 
fited by a similar embargo? Take the case 
of corn, which has been little mentioned in 
the discussion, Many millions of bushels of 
corn are bought in the West each year on the 
forward edge of winter, and put into cribs 
on lines of railroad within a few miles of the 
farm. Itis held there to cure through the 
cold weather, and with intent to move it in 
the spring or summer. The men who buy it 
sell it for future delivery. Asa rule they sell 
it for May, and when that month comes 
round they find that itis not convenient or 
perhaps impossible to have it all shipped at 
once. Hence, they “buy back some of the 
corn sold for May and sell an equal quantity 
to be delivered in a more deferred month. 
The Hatch bill would impose a penalty of ten 
cents per bushel on the ‘atter part. of the 
procedure, and more than a quarter of a cent 
on the first part of the transaction 
unless the person buying from the farmer 
could prove that he sold to persons who 
would directly consume the corn. 
Hatch bill becomes a law this buying from 
the farmer will be discouraged to the extent 
that the act piaces a limitation on the free- 
dom of ‘he buyer to sell. The natural result 
must be that if he buys at all it will he on a 
margin widened sufficiently to guard him 
against the extra risk of ioss on the transac- 
tion. Atleast a portion of this increase in 
margin must be paid by the producer, and tho 
rest by the consumer. Will it not injure one 
or both of these parties to be hampered by 
sucha law? Would not the measure be badly 
detrimental to those whom Farmer Hatch 
professes to want to help? 

The whole thing is an unmitigated folly. It 
is an attempted interference with the course 
of trade andan unwarrantable effort to dic- 
tate the way in which men shall conduct their 
business, 
legislation as that by which some others think 
they can make 50 cents’ worth of silver equal 
in value to a dollar, or make fiat currency 
pass as good money for all time. Like all 
other measures founded on mistaken views of 
the powers and prerogatives of a government 
it would do far yore harm than good, and 
the worst sufferers by it would be the very 
men in whose supposed interest the measure 
is advocated.. Farmer Hatch’s bill should be 
summarily squeiched, and if he can offer 


nothing better than that he ought to be 
sguelched too. 
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WHAT JUDGE JENKINS ACTUALLY OR- 
DERED. 

The members of a number of labor organ- 
izations have petitioned Congress to investi- 
| gate the recent acts of Judge Jenkins of the 
United States Circuit Court, audif the facts 
warrant it, as the petitioners: intimate strong- 
ly, to submit articles of impeachment against 
him. It is stated by the petitioners that an 
injunction issued month before last against 
the employés of the Northern Pacific road, 
which road isin the hands of receivers ap- 
pointed by the court, “ invades the rights of 
freemen,” and also“ annuls and whdlly sup- 
presses ”’ rights guaranteed to employés by an 
act of Congfess. 

It is necessary to turn to the injunction or 
injunctions referred to to see ifan attempt has 
been made to “ violate the rig’tts of freemen.” 
The court first. orders all employés of the 
road individually or collectively not to “ dis. 
able or render in any wise unfit for conven. 
ient and immediate use any engines, cars, or 
other property in the hands of receivers, 
The railroad employés will hardly claim that 
they have a right to disable cars and engines. 
| The menare bidden not to interfere with 
the cars and other property in the possession 
of the receivers. They are ordered not to in- 
terfere in any manner, “ by force, threats, or 
otherwise, with men who desire to continue in 
the service of said receivers and men em- 
ployed to take the places of those who quit 
the service of the receivers.”’ Do these orders 
violate the rights of the railroad freeman? 
Where doeshe get the rigMt to use force, 
threats, and violence to party 3 men from their 
work?

without notice the service of said receivers with 
the object and intent of crippling the preperty in 
their custody or embarrassing the operation of 
said railroad, and from so quiting the service of 
the said receivers with or without notice as to 
cripple the property or to prevent or hinder the 
operation of said railroad. 

The railroad men say that this is an attempt 


‘to enslave them in order that they must not 


quit even if they wish to do so on account of | 


their not wishing to accept the new pay. 
That is not what the court says. It says that 
the men can quit, but when they do they must 
do so in a proper manner and not in a way 
which shows a malicious intention of injuring 
the road. 

During the strike on the Ann Arbor road a 
yearagoan engineer “ gave notice’ at an 
intermediate station of his intention to quit 
work then and there. The lower court held 
that was not the right sort ofa notice—he 
should have given it at the end ofa run, not 
in the*middle of one. The engineer was 
punished and the Supreme Court sustained 
the Cirewit Court. The employés of the 
Northern Pacific road can leave whenever 
they please, providing they do so in a harm- 
less manner, If, for instance, all the men in 


the employ of the road were to give notice to- 


morrow to the receivers that they were sick of 
work and meant to quit at noon’ of that ddy 
the court would hold that the men were try- 
ing to cripple the road, If they had said they 
intended quitting two weeks later the court 
would find nothing objectionable therein. 

A second injunction was addressed by the 
Judge to the empboyés of the road and also 
to the heads of the different railroad organi- 
zations, notifying all of them not to meddle 
with the*property of the road or interfere 
with its operation or men who were willing to 
work for the receivers; forbidding interfér- 
ing with the transportation of passengers, 
shipment of freight, etc., and— 


From combining or conspiring together as com- 
mittees or as officers of any so-called labor organ- 
ization, with the-design or purpose of causing a 
strike upon the road, and from ordering, recom- 
mending, approving, or advising others to quit 
the service of thecompany Jan. ‘11, or at any other 
time erdering or advising the employés to strike 
or join in a strike Jah. 1. 1804, or at any other 
time until the further order of the court. 


The heads of the great railroad labor unions 
say that this is an attack on their rights. Other 
men will seein the order of the Judge addi- 
tional evidence of his determination that the 
affairs of a railroad which is for the time 
being in his hands shall not be interfered with 
by any organization, large or small. He pro- 
poses that it shall be run for the benefit of the 
creditors and of the public, and he does not 
see how it can be run thus if outsiders have 
a right to step in and tell the employés of 
the road they must go on a strike, 

Every pointin Judge Jenkins’ orders has 
been given. They are orders made regarding 
a road of which he has the custody. Is there 
anything in them which violates.thé rights of 
the American freeman? A number of in- 
dividuals are told to keep their hands 
off other people and other people’s property. 
They are told that they must do nothing to 
prevent the operation of the road. They are 
not told that they must stay at work for the 
road and cannot quit it if they want to, but 
that they can leave it jointly or severally 
when’they choose, provided they do so in such 
a manner as not tu cause inconvenience to the 
road and the public. Articles of impeach- 
ment against Judge Jenkins will not be pre- 
pared, 


WHAT IS THE USE OF HEARINGS? 

The Finance committee of the Senate has 
decided by a party vote that there shall be no 
hearings on the tariff bill. Chairman Voor- 
hees says the object of this is to save time 
and get the bill through as rapidly as possible, 
for— 

Weare determined that the business-men of 
the country of all classes shall at a very early 
day have a fnllandciear insight into the laws 
of tariff taxation which shall hereafter prevail. 

He might have added also that one week’s

After the Wilson bill has gone into force 
prophecies as to its workings will cease to in- 
terest. 

Therefore there is no reason for finding 
fault because the Senate committee does not 
give hearings to those manufacturers whose 
business it intends to disrupt and to those 
workmen whom it intends to deprive of high 
wages and of steady employment. It would 
be rather mean to invite a man to appear and 
state his case when the. decision against him 
has already been written out, and nothing 
which he may say will have the least effect. 

If the Senate were Republican it would be 
quite proper to have hearings for the purpose 
of getting further expert testimony as to 
the bad effect the House biil would produce 
if it were to pass. Ihe Senate is Democratic 
and the Wilson bill will pass. The sooner it 


passes the sooner will it begin speaking for- 


itself and acquainting the community with 
its potency of mischief. A Wilson bill in force 
June 1 means many more votes for a Repub- 
lican Congress than a Wilson bill which had 
been in force only a month or so before Nov. 
1 next. A good long stiff dose of Wilson bfll 
before the November elections will give the 
Republicans nearly every Northern district 
except a few which would not respond though 
an angel of light called to them.

Tue National seater Alliance, in session 


at Topeka,-Kas., has formulated a demand 
‘for ** the free and unlimited coinage of silver 


and gold at the present legal ratio of 16 to 
1.” This demand is made eoncurrently with 
the decline of the market for silver to a point 
at which 317 ounces of silver can be pur- 
chased with 10 ounces of gold. The commer- 
cial ratio of bullion values is nearly twice 
that named by the alliance as the “ legal ” 
ratio. The men who passed the resolution 
making that “* demand ” cannot be such dolts 
as to suppose anybody would carry gold to 
the mint for ** free coinage’ at a proposed 
equality with silver having only half its bull- 
ion value, They must know that ** free coin- 
age ’’ on such termis would be nothing more 
or less than silver monometallism, under 
which the silver dollar would have but -half 
its present purchasing power and the gold dis- 
appear altogether from circulation, as it did 
during the war. And they ought to know that 
if in response to their demands free coinage 
should be instituted and the volume of. circu- 
lating medium be increased to $50 per capita 
the buying power of all the money then in 
circulation would be less than that of all the 
money circulating 1 in the United States today. 

Tue Vice- President of the Real Estate Board 
suspects a bonanza in the form of money in 
the City Treasury which really belongs to the 
men who paid excessively large special assess- 
ments.

TO SUBDIVIDE THE DIOCESES, 


Radical Change Contempiated in the Epis- 
copal Church Government,

Franklin M. Kemp, house surgeon in the 
Long Island Medical College Hospijtal, Miss 
Kate Pomphrey owes the fact that she is alive 
today. She was brought to the hospital dying 
from asphyxiation.

Upon Psychological Facts. 


A: D. Clark lectured and experimented last . 


night on ‘* Psychology’’ before the Com- 
merce club in the Auditorium. He traced 
early developments in psychology and said 
there were now twenty laboratories in Amert- 
ca and half as many abroad for the study of 
special mental phenomena.

Maney at Fort Sheridan Tells of the 
Differences Between the Two MenShe 
Advised Her Husband to Retire from 
the Service=Mrs. Sheels Testifies=Mili- 
tary Prisoners 4s Witnesses=The Jury 
Not Ready to Report. 

Not until the’ Federal grand jury finishes its 
labors and makes its final report to Judge 
Grosseup next week will . the result of the 
Hedberg-Maney murder investigation, which 
was completed yesterday, be made public. In 
the meantime Lieut. Maney’s bond holds 
good and he has not put in an appearance. 
His friends do not agree regarding his where- 
abouts, some saying he is in Chicago, while 
others claim he is in Louisville or St. Louis. 

There were two notable incidents connected 
with the investigation yesterday, which occu- 
pied the attention of the grand jury until 4 
o’clock. One was the presence in the jury 
room of Mrs. Jennie A. Hedberg, the widow 
of Capt. Hedberg. ‘he other was the appear- 
ance of two military prisoners under guard. 
These were Privates Alfred Leggitt and Lio- 
nel Eitals, from the military prison in Fort 
Leavenworth. Sergt. Kamper and two pri- 
vates from Fort Sheridan had charge of the 
prisoners, who wore the prison gray uniforin. 
The guards carried ‘big army pistols, and re- 
mained with their prisoners all the time they 
were not in the jury room. Before Sergt. 
Kamper would allow the men to appear be- 
fore the jury he made District-Attorney Mil- 
christ, as a United States official, responsible 
tor their safe return to the guards. 

Prisoners as Witnesses. 


The prisoners, Leggitt and Eitals, together 
with Privates W. Edwards and H. Bartells,

were called yesterday to testify to the-shooting 
the afternoon of Oct. 30. A new witness was 
Mrs. Sheels; who saw Capt. Hedberg a few 
minutes before the murder. She caine from 
Salem, Ind., and was heard a short time after 
12 o’clock. Her testimony revealed nothing 
new. 

The testimony of Leggitt, Eitals, Edwards, 
Bartells, and Mrs. Sheels .occupied the atten- 
tion of the grand jury from 10 until 12:30 
o’clock, Mrs. Sheels said she had met Capt. 
Hedberg on the road near the place of the 
tragedy the afternoon of Oct. 30. At that 
time, she said, she did not believe Hedberg 
looked like a man waiting to be revenged 
upon any one. He seemed to be quietly at- 
tending to his own affairs. The four soldiers 
told the ser of the shooting as they saw it 
and substantially as given in’ THe TrisuNE at 
the time. There was ho dispute as to the kill- 
ing, and the questions were such as to allow 
the witnesses to give their views as to whether 
the shooting was in self-defense or not. The 
evidence did not bring out any reasonable 
excuse fon Maney killing Hedberg at that 
time. Each of the four men told the story, 
as it has been told many. times before, of 
Hedberg having his arimns filled with pack- 
ages, the meeting between the two officers, 
the angry altercation, the blows, and fihally 
the fatal shot. The soldiers’ opinion: was 
that Maney hardly gave Hedberg a fair chance 
for his life. . q 


Mrs. Hedberg Testifies. 


Mrs. Hedberg’s testimony occupied the at- 
tention of the jury all afternoon, and covered 
the grounds of difference between Hedberg 
and Maney, and Hedberg’s record in private 
life and as a soldier. Mrs. Hedberg did not 
know until she heard her husband vas shot 
that there was any quarrel of a serious nature 
between the two men. She never heard her 
husband say anything that would lead her to 
believe he desired to injure Maney in any 
way. To her he had uttered no threats 
against the Lieutenant. Theday the shoot- 
ing occurred Mrs. Hedberg said her husband 
left home apparently ina cheerfui frame of 
mind, and went to the sutler’s to obtain séme 

rovisions for the house. He was hurrying 

ome with the goods in his arms when he met 
Maney. This wasan accidental meeting an 
his part, because up to the last moment she 
had intended accompanying him. Mrs, Hed- 
berg was sure the Captain was not looking for 
a quarrel with Maney nor any other person, 

Mrs. Hedberg told what she‘knew of _previ- 
ous difficulties between the two officers. On 
account of persecutions from brother officers 
Capt. Hedberg’s friends advised him to retire 
from the service two years ago. Lieut. 
Maney was one of these and Hedberg never 
forgave Maney for advising him to give up 
his tight. This seems to have been the first 
note of discord between the two men, who 
were then neighbors and friends. Then fol- 
lowed a disagreement over a trifling affair. 
The basement to Capt. Hedberg’s house was 
being calcimined by prisoners and _ their 
guards.’ After the work was done several 
bottles of wine were missing and Hedberg 
wanted Maney to have the case investigated. 
This Maney refused to do, and a dispute on 
post discipline was the result. 


The Last Quarrel, 


The last encounter previous to the shooting 
between the men was@ct. 2, when a war of 
words resulted in an alleged threat by Hedberg 
to kill Maney. The witness said that Capt. 
Chapin was an onlooker at that affair and she 
understood that Chapin advised Maney to go 
armed, while he also gave Hedberg to under- 
stand that everything was all right and that 
nothing serious would come of the dispute, 
Neither Chapin, Maney, nor her husband told 
her of this trouble. Then came the story of 
the day of the shooting. 'She*was questioned 


about her husband and his alleged part in the '

Repeal of the Federal Election Law Stops 
Many Special Earnings. 

The repeal by Congress of the Federal elec- 
tion laws will not throw any one in Chicago 
out of a permanent salaried position. E. B. 
Sherman, the Chief Supervisor, will lose an 
office, but the compensation attached to it 
came in the shape of fees, consequently has 
never been lucrative enough to attract seek- 
ers after political plums. Repeal, however, 
will deprive several hundred men of the privi- 
lege of earning $50 apiece as supervisors dur- 
ing general election times, when an oppor- 
tunity was offered. to work ten days. 
At. the last general election in Chicago 
November, 1892, Mr. Shenman had. over 
1,400 deputies under him, and the United 
States Marshal had 2,000. After the election 
Mr. Sherman employed fifty clerks for nearly 
three months writing up the reports made to 
him by his deputy inspectors. Mr. Sherman 
was appointed chief inspector in 1884 .by 
Judge Drummond of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, and has held the office since. 
Whether he thinks the law has been a success 
or failure Mr. Sherman could not be induced 
to say. Nocomplaint has ever been made of 
his administration, for the) reason that he has 
always endeavored to actin an entirely im- 
partial manner in the selection of inspectors, 
giving both the Republican and Democratic 
parties equal advantages. He says that he 
has always had good success in getting honest, 
eapable men—imen who realized that they 
were govermnent officials, and did their duty 
without fear or favor.

** Were you at the station on the evening of 
May, 4, 1889? asked Mr. Donahoe, 

** Yes, sir.”’ 

‘** Did you see Coughlin there?’’ 

“i daw.” 

** Where was he?’’ 

‘*In front of the station with Officer Michael 
Whalen.”’ 

** At what time was this?” 

** As near as I canrecollect it was about 10 
o'clock.” 

As to the White Horse. 

Edgar Powell, a North Side veterinary sur- 
geon, took the stand. He remembered tak- 
ing a carriage the night of May 4, 1889, with 
Michael Wolff, and driving to the Windsor 
Theater Building. There he got out and went 
into T. T..Conklin’s saloon, while Wolff drove 
on to take-a friend to his home. Half an hour 
afterward—about 7:30 o’clock—Powell be- 
coming impatient for thereturn of Mr. Wolff, 
stepped out to the sidewalk to look 
up and down the street; Hitched before the 
building he saw a rig, which heat first thought 
was that of his friend. As he stood there two 
men came out of the building and got into 
the buggy. One of the men, the larger, car- 
ried a sachel. The other following him into 
the buggy took up the reins. A third man 
came out to the rig as it was starting off and 
addressed the larger man with ‘“ Hello, doc. 
tor.’”’ The witness could not describe the 
men, but took special notice of the horse, as 
he at first thought it belonged to his friend. 
He described it as a gray, with dark legs. He 
said he had seen Dinan’s white horse in the 
museum and thought it was not the one he 
saw May 4in front of the Windsor Theater, 
Powell frankly confessed on cross-examina- 
tion that he had not told his story- before 
because he did not want to get into court. He 


was unwilling to get his name in the newspa- 


pers in connection with the case. Powell said 
he had only come forward, now because he 
felt it his duty. The witness said he had left 
the buggy at John Yackt’s livery stable on 
North Clark street. He could not be caught 
when asked about the Windsor Theater Build- 
ing. The attorney tried to ‘lead him into say- 
ing that he noticed the porch over the side- 
walk, This was not builtin 1889. Powell 
was sound on this point and could not be 
trapped, merely saying he had seen no porch 
there. The attorney wanted to knowif the 
horse he saw might not ordinarily be taken 
for a white. Powell madea contrary asser- 
tion. 
Still Attacking Mrs. Hoertel,

bad reputation for truth ahd veracity. 
Hoertei had told him his wife knew nothing 
about the Cronin murder and that she hada 
craze for rushing into court and having 
people arrested.

All of these statements Mrs. Horton had 
flatly denied on the stand. She insisted that 
no constable had called at her house in that 
month. The prosecution did not care to 
question McNally upon the cause of his errand 
to Mrs. Horton’s housé. He had a warrant to 
serve on her niece.

We demand a national currency, safe, sotind, 
and flexible issued by’the General Government 
only, a full legal tender for all debts, public and 
private, and that without the use of banking cor- 
porations a just, equitable, and efficient means 
of distribution direct to the people, at a tax not 
to exceed 2 per cent, be provided, as set forth in 
our Subtreasury plan or some better system: 
also, by payments in discharge of its obligations 
for public improvements. 2 

_We demand the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver and gold at the present legal rates of 16 
to l. We demand that the amount of circulating 
madium be speedily increased to, at least, $50 
per capita. We demand graduated income tax. 
We demand that our National Legislature shall 
be so framed in the future as not to build up one 
industry at the expense of another. We believe 
that the money of the country should be kept -us 
much as possible in the hands of the people, and 
hence we demand all national and State reve- 
nues shall be limited to the necessary expenses of 
the government economically and. honestly ad- 
ministered. We demand that postal savings 
banks be established by the government for the 
safe deposits of the earnings of the people and 
to facilitate exchange. 

The land, including all the natural resources 
of wealth, is the heritage of all the people and 
should not be monopolized for speculative pur- 
ere and alien ownership of land should be pro- 

1ibited. All land. now held by railroads and 
other corporations in excess of their actual needs, 
and all lands now owned by aliens should be re- 
claimed by the government and held for actual 
settiers only. 

Transportation being a means of exchange and 
apublic necessity the government should own 
and operate the railroads in the interest of the 
people. The telegraph and telephone, like the 
postal system, being a necessity for transmission 
of intelligence, should be owned and operated by 
the government in the interest of the people.

WANTS ALL TO PAY. 


MAYOR HOPKINS OPPOSED TO DEAD- 
HEAD WATER CONSUMPTION, 


He Says Exemptions Have Led to Scandal- 


ous Abuse and Ue Wishes to Be Rid of 
IteBoard of Education Representatives 
Do Not Favor Cutting Class Teachers’ 
Salaries=New School Building Opened 
~Kutina Anxious for His Books—Other 
Municipal News, 


Mayor Hopkins said yesterday in reference 
to the ordinance exempting churches, parson- 
ages, etc., from the payment of water rates: 
‘**T am not advocating the passage of that or- 
dinance, but I hope it will be reported by the 
committee and disposed of by the Council. 
Then .we shalt know exactly what to do. 
When the Y. M. C. A. case came up exemp- 
tion was claimed under a rule of the depart- 
ment or some ordinance. The representa- 
tives of the association stood on precedent. 
They had been exempted for years. Mr. 
Rubens went to examine and tound a list of 
institutions exempted from the payment 
of water rates that would fill a 
page of any newspaper printed in 
Chicago. Exemptions were claimed on 
the flimsiest pretexts and granted by 
the Superintendent of the Water Department, 
the clerk in charge, the shut-off man, and 
Tom, Dick, and Harry. This state of things 
called foraremedy. I wanted some general 
rule established. Hence the ordinance, Its 
passage would enable us to compel payment 
of rates by hundreds now exempt on various 
pretexts. If it does not pas§ then we can com- 
pel everybody to pay rates. I think that 
would be the best course. The exemptions in 
the past have led to scandalous abuse. 
notice 1am blamed for this abuse. I am try- 
ing to get rid of it. Idon’t crave any indul- 
gence from the press or the public in the mat- 
ter, but I want to be treated fairly. The 
ordinance ought to be reported by the coms 
mittee and disposed of in some way. 
O’Neill probably will call a meeting of his 
committee to act on the ordinance Tuesday. 
He wilh ask for an opinion from the Corpora- 


tion Counsel as to the constitutionality of the 
ordinance.”’ 


TO CUT TEACHERS’ SALARIES, 


Board of Education and Council Members 
Get Their Heads Together. 

Messrs. Brenan, Beebe, Cameron, Thorn- 
ton, Cusack, Lindblom, and Mallette of the 
School Board met yesterday with Mayor Hop- 
Kins and Controller Ackerman to discuss the 
question of reducing the expenses of the Board 
of Education. None of the members of the 
School Board were in favor of cutting down 
the salaries of the class teachers, and neither 
were they decidedly in favor of reducing those 
of the Superintendents and special teachers. 
They reported to the Mayor that salaries have 
not been arbitrarily increased in the schools, 
that all who start as teachers are required to 
do so at the lowest salaries, and that if they 
are retained in the work it is an account of 
commendable service, and they are gradually 
given more wages up toa certain limit. A 
bystander pointed out that every increase in 
the salaries of principals, Superintendents, 
special teachers. and high-school teachers had 
been made arbitrarily. and Mr. Lindblom 
and his colleagues did not contradict that. 
All they had to say was that while the sal- 
aries of the Superintendents, supernumeraries, 
and principals were not too high the sd.aries 
of some of the class teachers were too low. 
They failed to explain why principals’ sal- 
aries had been increased ‘from $1,650 per 
annum to $2,900 per annum, while the sal- 
aries of class teachers had been increased but 
5 per cent on the average during the same 
time. The Mayor was not at all satisfied with 
the explanations. The committee will have 
another opportunity to face the Council Fi- 
nance committee. 

The Mayor informed the men if there was 
any way in which money saved in the school 
fund could be turned into the city’s general 
fund he would show them a way to decrease 
their expenses, but there they had him, for it 
was easy to convince him that the law: says 
what amount shall be devoted to school pur- 
poses. They argued that they could ill-afford 
to get along with any less money. 

Mr. Thornton of the Board of Education 
has been devoting considerable time to a 
study of the salaries of school teachers in 
other cities, and he said yesterday he -had 
come to the conclusion that Chicago is paying 
less for the same service than any other city 
of like size. He believes the appropriations 
for special studies have been so greatly re- 
duced they cannot well be placed lower. 

Alexander H. Revell, another member of 

the School Board, expressed himself yester- 
day as upposed to a reduction of salaries. 
The Superintendents, he thinks, get none too 
much now, and the rank-and file of the teach- 
ers not enough. 
* Two new school buildings were thrown 
open to the use of the$children the first part of 
the week. One of these, the Andrew Jackson, 
situated on Sholto street, between Good and 
Better streets, is an eighteen-room building 
of the most improved pattern. On the open- 
ing day over 600 pupils living in the district, 
between Harrison and Twelfth streets.applied 
for admission, relieving toa large extent the 
Skinner, Dore, Polk street, and Yoodrich 
schools. Mrs. Ellen W. Carpenter, transferred 
from the Polk street school, is the principal. 

The other new building is located at Corne- 
lia and Hoyne avenues in Lake View. Itis 
to be known as the Audubon School. It is a 
sixteen-room building, aud on the opening 
day it proved so inadequate to the demand 
made upon it that the old wooden building on 
Belmont avenue had to be kept for the use of 
one of the divisions. This new building en- 
ables the board to vacate six rented rooms, 
thereby saving a considerable amount in rent. 
It also enables the children of twelve double 
divisions who have been getting but half a 
day’s schooling to attend the full day, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Fosk is the principal. 

It is expected the new Lowell School, just 
west of Humboldt Park, will be opened 
about March lt. ; 

The Mayor’s order of Wednesday that all 
of the departments of the city government, 
except those of fire and police, shall be closed 
next Monday, Lincoln’s birthday, did not 
apply to the School Department. At least the 
Board.of Education does not so consider it. 
President Trude, before his departure from 
the city, and Chairman Brenan of the Com- 
mittee on School Management, have directed 
the Superintendent to notify the principals 
that schools will be kept open as usual that 
day. The morning will be devoted to regular 
work and in the afternoon there will be ex- 
ercises appropriate to the day.

While every one is crying hard times and 
stagnation in business, it is an interesting fact 
that during January there were approved by 
the Building Department plans for 713 new 
buildings. This is at the rate of 8,400 for 
the year. In 1893, admitted to be one of the 
best years in the history of Chicago, the total 
number of plans approved waf 6,200. In 
this connection the Building Commissioner 
says his men can hardly attend to the business 
of the effice, so numervus are the applications 
for building permits. To him it is an indica- 
tion of bettertimes. . s :

Removing Dead Animals. 


Mayor Hopkins has received several solicited 
letters giving information regarding the method 
in different cities of removing dead animals from 
the streets and alleys.

The Mayor learns that in most 
other large cities contractors pay for the privi- 
lege, securing their compensation from the sale 
of the animals. The Mayor will oppose any ap- 
propriation for this purpose this year and will 
try to get as favorable terms for Chicago as other 
cities receive.

After Trespassing Railroads. 

The Council special committee appointed un- 
der Ald. O’Neill’s resolution to ascertain on what 
streets, alleys, and public grounds the railroads 
of Chicago are trespassers, what damages the 
city has paid which the railroad companies 
should have paid, and like data, held a brief 
session yesterday. No one was ready to enter 
actively into the work, and it was agreed that the 
committee shall meet every Thursday afternoon 
at 2:0’clock. The various heads of departments 
who have any data of interest to the committee 
will be called in from time to time. 


Property Values in Chicago, 

Mayor Hopkins is having the Controller pre- 
pare atable showing the assessed valuation of 
property and the amounts collected by taxation 
by years since 1869. When this is ready he pro- 
poses to have something to say about the as- 
sessed valuation of Chicago property. ‘I will 
cite but one fact at this time,’ hesaid. ‘* The 
records of the Building Department show that 
during the years 1892 and 1893 the value of 
buildings erected during those years was over 
$116,000,000. Yet the assessed valuation of 
1892 was $14,000,000 less than it was in 1891.

The Populites met first by themselves in 

Winnie Davis Wigwam after ar attempt by a 

small disaffected band of Populist purists to 

prevent the combination of Populism and 

Kolbism. The purists were denied seats in 

the convention, and a resolution to indorse 

and vote for the Kolb ticket was adopted by 

1,000 delegates. The platform adopted in- 

cluded indorsement of the Omaha platform, 

a free ballot and fair count. opposition to the 

repeal of the 10 ner cent tax on State. banks, 

and the establishment of a separate State for 
the negro race exclusively. 

-At noon the Jeffersonians, 1,000 strong, 
entered the wigwam, the two sets of delegates 
were amalgamated, and the Jeffersoniang 
took charge of the combination. State Sena- 
tor A. T. Goodwyn, Chairman of the State 
Kolbite Executive committe, called the joint 
convention to order and Probate Judge Zell 
Gaston of Butler presided. After speeches by 
Goodwyn and othersf dénouncing everything 
Democratic from Cleveland duwn, amid the 
wildest cheers, the @agve ticket was nomi- 
nated and Kolb called fa the platform, The 
twice defeated Gubernatorin| candidate made 
a speech of some iength. He charged that 
the Democratic party had stolen the State in 
the last election. He deciared against the 
Wilson bill and against the admission, free of 
duty, of ore, coal, iron, and lumber. 

Small disaffected bands ef Populists and 
minor Republican lights held conventions and 
resolved on separate State tickets, but the 
best informed Republicans and Populites de- 
clare they are insignificant riffles. The Kolb 
ticket, according to the recognized Kepubli- 
ean leaders, will get the Republican vote. 

The Republican conference met at Estwell 
Hall at noon. Twenty-five Republican lead- 
ers were present. Edmond Smith, in calling 
the conference to order, said: its object was to 
consult as to the best course to 
be pursued by the Republicans 
in the coming . State and Con- 
gressional campaigns. He was opposed to 
supporting Kolb and favored independent po- 
litical action. Speeches along the same line 
were made by Ben De Lemos, John T. Blake- 
more, and others. Resolutions indorsing Mc- 
Kinley and Reed were passed. The result of 
the conference is summed upin the following, 
which was passed: . 

In order to unite the Republican party, be it 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this conven- 
tion appoint’ a committee of ten of the 
Stephens wing and ten of the Mosely wing, 
who are to invite both Chairmen to 
issue a cail for their committees to assemble 
the same day and place; both committees should 
authorize 4 committee of twenty to order coun- 
ty. district, and State conventions to select dele- 
gates to a State convention to be called 
by the committee of twenty. The 
committes of twenty should constitute 
the credential committee of the Republican 
State convention, and delegates seated by that 
credential committee should constitute the dele- 
gates to the State convention. This committee 
is to consist of ten whites and ten negroes select- 
ed by Edmond Morten Smith. 

If Mosely and Stephens refuse to codperate 
in carrying out the provisions of the resolu- 
tion Smith will issue a .call for a Republican 
State convention to be held in Birmingham 
in the spring. They declare the Republicans 
will not support Kolb.

Executive Committee of the Clubs Decides 
to Issue an Address. 

Wasurinaton, D. C., Feb. 8,—The Executive 
committeé of the National Association of 
Democratic Clubs met. here today in secret 
session. Josiah Quincy of Boston appeared 
asa proxy for Patrick Collins of Massachu- 
setts and William Cleming was authorized to 
serve for Henry Watterson of Kentucky. 
Charles J. Canda of New York was elected 
Treasurer to succeed Roswell P. Flower, 
resigned. Josiah Quincy addressed the

Chauncey F. Black of Pennsylvania made a 
speech, a synopsis of which is to be distribut- 
ed. He said: 

This is not a voluntary committee. It springs 
from a great national convention, and has as its 
constituency the great mass of conscientious and 
active Democrats in the Union, organized in 
their home association for the support of Demo- 
cratic principles and for the getting of offices 
only as the offices may serve the principles, This 
Executive committee-is composed of men who 
have distinguished themseives in the line of 
service which the party and country 
most need at: this moment, and has 
for its present Chairman the most conspicuous 
champion of tariff reform in public life, Con- 
gressman W. L. Wilson, Chairman of the Ways 
and Means committee.
